REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE   CORNISH   FREE 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  town,  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  voted  to  act  in 
pursuance  of  the  recent  state  law,  to  establish  a  free  public 
library.  The  town  voted  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  the 
amount  required  by  the  state  law,  to  receive  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  books  to  be  given  by  the  state.  Fif- 
teen dollars'  addition  to  this  was  also  voted.  After  comply- 
ing with  the  numerous  complex  requirements  of  the  State 
Library  Commissioners,  we  received  the  one  hundred  dollars'

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Report  of  The  School  Board. 


In  submitting  our  report  to  the  citizens  of  Cornish  we  de- 
sire as  far  as  we  are  able  to  show  what  has  been  accomplish- 
ed in  the  matter  of  education  during  the  year. 

We  do  not  claim  that  we  have  accomplished  as  much  as 
we  might,  neither  do  we  say  that  at  all  times  we  have  done 
the  best  that  we  could.  Our  judgment  is  liable  to  err  and 
often  when  we  have  considered  that  we  were  doing  the  best, 
we  learn  to  our  regret  that  we  might  have  improved  !  But 
we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we  have  tried  to  do 
what  we  considered  the  best. 

TEACHERS. 

We  have  selected  the  teachers  we  considered  competent. 
They  may  not  in  every  instance  have  done  their  best,  none 
of  us  do.  Some  have  lacked  the  all  essential  requisite  for  a 
good  instructor,  tact.  Good  instruction  and  good  govern- 
ment combined  are  something  rare.  We  wish  the  parents 
would  have  greater  interest  in  the  schools  and  visit  them 
often,  so  as  to  see  more  of  the  work  in  the  school  room.  In 
this  way  they  would  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
teachers  and  have  more  sympathy  with  them  in  their  work. 
We  have  maintained  25  terms  of  school  in  twelve  different 
houses,  266  weeks  of  school,  employing  17  female  and  3 
male  teachers.  Number  of  children  of  school  age  reported 
by  the  selectmen:  boys,  69;  girls,  70;  total,  139,  Whole 
number  of  different  pupils  registered  :  boys,  93  ;  girls,  83  ; 
total,  176. 

There  is  a  balance    in  favor  of  the    district  of   $4.8    from 
Plainfield.  and  $36  from  Claremont,  for  tuition  the  past  year.
